RAILWAY POSTAL SERVICK 


The postofflce appropriation bill is 


being discussed iu the United States 
Senate. 
Vilas, who was Postmaster 


General when Cleveland was a Demo- 
crat, that ia during his first term, says 
the railway postal service is being run 
at a loss to the Qovsrnmeat of $11,000,- 
000 annually, although reliable men 
would contract to run it without a dol- 
lar's deficiency if they could have 
reasonable laws and regulations. The 
Senator favored an amendment to the 
Appropriation bill providing for the 
purchase, ownership and management 
of the nocesiary railway cars by tho 
Government, and appropriating $500,000 
therefor. 


Senator Vilas stated that while he 


\vus at the bead of the Postofflce De- 
partment careful inquiry showed that 
the total value of railway postal curs 
was (1,600,000, although Congroe* ap- 
propriated $2,000,000 for the annual 
rent of theso cars, besides paying by 
weight for the mail they carried. 
He 


also presented figures just prepared by 
the Railway Mnil Bureau, which shows 
that there uro 11 totul of 740 railway 
postal cars in tho service worth at an 
average $3,500, making a total invest- 
ment of $2,590,000. Tho maintainanco 
of these ~40 cars would cost $822,3(>0, 
yet tiio bill appropriates |3,!200,COO for 
1 ailway postal cars. 


It would seotu astonishing, it any- 


thing that an Administration which 
issues interost-beuriLg bonds instead 
of coining money does would bo sur- 
prising, that the Government Fbould 
pay #5,200,000 for tho annual rent of 
postal cars, which cost only $2,590,000. 
[t now remains for Congress to change 
this order of business by providing for 
Government ownership of all the postal 
cara necessary for the railway mail 
service.

The Beck rosolntiou providing for 


submittuig tho question of calling a 
convention to revise the Conciliation 
hrts passed both Houses of the Logie- 
latr.re aud awaits only the approval of 
the Governor to make it tho d u t y j 
of 
the 
Secretary 
of 
State 
to 


submit it for ratification or i ejec- 
tion to tho people at tho next general 
election. That the Constitution should 
be revised is conceded by the public 
generally. It was framed when tlie be- 
lief was prevalent that Nevada would 
have two or three million inhabitants 
in a few years. This has not be»n 
realized aud a lesa expensive Govern- 
ment is an absolute necessity. The 
Legislature should not meet oftouer 
than once in four years, aud then a 
session should not be longer thun thirty 
or forty days. Forty thousand people 
every two years, neither should they 
require an army of ottlce holders. 


The only objection that can be urged 


against a Constitutional Convention is 
its coat. It must bo composed of at 
least as many delegates as there are 
members of the two Houses of the 
Legislature. It need not, however, re 
main iu session ever fifteen or twenty 
days, and capable inea, no doubt, will 
serve as delegates for one-half what the 
Legislators receive for their service3. 


THE NEW ItAlLKOAI*. 


The San Francisco and San Joaquiu 


Valley Bailroad Company has been in 
corporated. The capital stock of th 
company is $6,000,000, and the director 
are Claus Spreckles, J. D. Spreckles 
W. F. Whittier, J. 13. Stetson, Antoui 
JJorel, A. II. Puyson, Charles Holbrook 
Lewis Gerstle, Alvinza Hayward, Isaac 
Upham and Thomas Magee. The ob 
jectofthe incorporation is to build i 
railroad from San Francisco bay, 35i 
miles southeasterly to Bakersaeld 
The road will probably be extended tc 
Mohave to connect with the Atlanlii 
i Paciflc, thus securing to San J'ran 
cisco a competitive road to the Missour 
river. 


The Carson and Colorado Bailroad 


is built through Nevada and California 
to Keeler, which is within one hundrec 
miles of Mohave, California. If thi 
road was completed to ilohave it would 
make Keno a competitive point, with 
communication by two routes to the 
east and west. That it will be com 
pleted when the business revival sets 
in there is no doubt and people will 
then have their choica of two routes 
from Beno to the east or to San Fran- 
ciioo. 


THE Secretary of the Treasury esti- 


mates that the Government this year 
will have a surplus of $22,000,000 in- 
stead of a deflcit. 
The Treasury 


officials generally concur in the opinion 
and consider it conservative. The re- 
ceipts from the income tax are expected 
to change a deficit into a surplus, This 
tax will be due and payable before the 
1st of July next. It is believed it will 
amount to forty or fifty millions a 
year. 


SOUTH DAKOTA bai followed the ex- 


ample of Nevada on the woman suffrage 
question. The Assembly defeated the 
resolution proposing a constitutional 
amendment giving women the right to 
vote. The Senate passed the resolu- 
tion by almost unanimous vote, bat the 
House refused its consent.

Probably two 
ntirely distinct disturbances will de- 
elop within the week of the 22d to the 
28th west of the Mississippi river, one
